f)[[.]] mixing the hquid from step ( e) with a pharmaceutically acceptable auxiliary^ and 
said liquid, 

§)[[•]] drying and powderin g the mixture from f) to obtain the medicinal in the form of 
dry powder.

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 . fiirther comprising heating the composition 
after settling for 22-26 hours and before mixing with adsorbent- ^ 
(c) the mixture is heated .

7. (Currently amended) The method of claim U wherei n, in c), the ratio of adsorbent to 
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settled a ad-solution fromb) in step (c) i s 7-100. 

8. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1^ wherein the adsorbent in step ( c) is 
activated carbon. 

9. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1^ wherein the st^-ef-filtering is performed 
twice. 

1 0. (Currently amended) The method of claim 2^ wherei n, in f). the mass ratio of the liquid 
from e) medicinal m e ans and the pharmaceutically acceptable auxiliary is 1:1 inst e p (f) . 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 2^ wherein^ in step ( f)^ the pharmaceutically 
acceptable auxiliary is sodium bicarbonate. 

12. (Withdrawn and currently amended) A medicinal, obtained by the method according to 
claim [[2]]1 . 

13. (Withdrawn and currently amended) The medicinal of claim 12, which is in the form of a 
liquid medicinal from st e p ( e ) with pH 3 ^ . 

1 4. (Withdrawn and currently amended) The medicinal of claim 1 2^ which is in the form of a 
#ie-dry powde r from step (g) . 

1 5 . (Withdrawn) An inj ectable solution containing a liquid medicinal of claim 1 3 . 

1 6. (Withdrawn) The injectable solution of claim 1 5 which is used for bio-stimulation or for 
treatment of the medical condition is selected from microbial and viral infections, tumor 
processes, woxmds of skin and soft tissues, bums, purulent processes and tropic ulcers. 
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17. (Withdrawn) A solid medicament comprising an effective amount of the medicinal of 
claim 14 as an active agent and optionally a pharmaceutically acceptable excipient. 

1 8. (Withdrawn) The medicament of claim 1 7, which is placed in a capsule. 

1 9. (Withdrawn) The medicament of claim 1 8, wherein the active agent is in the amount of 
0.3-0.6g. 

20. (Withdrawn) The medicament of claim 1 7 which is in the form of a pill. 

21 . (Withdrawn) The medicament of claim 20 wherein the active agent is in the amount of 
0.3-0.6g. 

22. (Withdrawn) The solid medicament of claim 1 7 which is used for bio-stimulation or for 
treatment and prevention of microbial and viral infections, tumor processes, wounds of skin and 
soft tissues, bums, purulent processes and tropic ulcers. 

23. (Withdrawn) An ointment comprising a liquid medicinal of claim 13 in combination 
with propolis, St. -John's wort oil, beeswax and water. 

24. (Withdrawn) The ointment of claim 23 comprising components in the following ratio in 
a mass portions: 

Medicinal 3-5; 
Propolis 24; 
Oil of St.-John's wort 9-11; 
Beeswax 6-8; and 

Water 4-6. 

25. (Withdrawn) The ointment of claim 23 which is used for treatment of wounds of skin and 
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soft tissues, bums, purulent processes and tropic ulcers.
